CONSULS May SEND LETTER. 


No Objection at Washington to 
Aguinaldo’s Appeal. 
Washington, August 8.—Gometime ago 
General Otis made requisition on the war 
department for 2,600 horses to mount the 
cavalry in the Philippines He stated 
in the dispatch that horses from the 
islands were not satisfactory and that 
contracts for them in China had failed,

Dal- 
ton had contracted at Tien Tsin for sev- 
enty-five ponies and twenty-five mules, 
but was refused an export pass. 

Minister Conger, upon investigation, 
found that the refusal was based upon a 
law in China prohibiting the export of 
of horses and ponies. Russia has been 
refused as wel] as other countries, and 
the Chinese forefgn office said they could 
not make an exception in favor of the 
United States. No suggestion is made 
that the ponies are contraband of war, 
and General Otis must have been misin- 
formed when he sent his dispatch to the 
war department. 

The course which the foreign consuls 
at (Manila will pursue in connection with 
Aguinalde’s communication is a matter 
of some conjecture among officials here. 
At the state department there is no dis- 
position to Jimit the consuls in forward- 
ing the appeal to their respective ex- 
equaturs from m friendly government 
and having official] relation with it to car- 
ry on communication with an insurrec- 
tionary leader, 

But it ig appreciated that in this case 
the consuls are the imnocent victims of 
Aguinaldo's letter writing. 

As military authority is supreme in the 
Philippines, any questions arising as to 
the course of the consuls would probably 
be referred to General Otis, but there is 
no intimation here that he has been ad- 
vised of the address or that he will have 
any objections to its transmission by the 
consuls, It is rather expected, however, 
that the-consuls will take occasion to 
advise with the military authorities as to 
the proprieties of the situation before 
taking final action.

few equals.”’ 

After discussing the necessity 
tation, Mr. Merriam continued: 

‘IT now come to the matter of fertilizers; 
and first upon our list stands stable 
manure. Partly because of the humus 
which it adds to the soil and partly be- 
cause of the bacterial action which takes 
place as it decomposes. Experts have 
decided that for ordinary farm crops, and 
indeed many other crops besides—the best 
place to compost your manure is in the 
soil under ~vour crops; and the greatest 
benefit is received by hauling the manure 
directly to the field and spreading it as 
fast as made. Indeed we have gone s9 
far as to abolish the compost pile en- 
tirely on our farm this year with very 
beneficial results. Where we take Into 
consideration the enormous amount of 
work required to make good compost and 
the .oss in ammonia caused by its be- 
coming overheated, the improved me- 
chanical condition of the manure really 
does not justify the outlay. And yet 
with all the hard work and heavy hauil- 
ing connected with stable manure, it still 
heads the list as a fertilizer, for it is 
only the chemical elements we can buy in 
the commercial article. 


The Question of Manure. 


‘“‘As we look over the Iist of commer- 
celal ferwuiizers, we are struck with the 
fact that the so-called high-grade arti- 
cle, (and indeed all grades alike) are con- 
spicuous for their small per cent of pot-

Vigilant Crosses the Thirty Mile Line

COLUMBIA MAKES THIRTEEN KNOTS 


In a Great Run from Fisher’s Island 
the Pride of Fleet Shows Re- 
markable Burst of Speed. 


Greenport, L. T., August 8—The first 
run of the New York Yacht Club today 
from New London out tInto the sound 
as far as Watch Hill and back to Gard- 
iner’s bay was one of the most success- 
fut in the history of the club. 

Not only was the day an ideal one with 
a great whole sail breeze from the west, 
which held through from the start to 
finish, but the club watched with pride 
the magnificent run of the new queen 
of the fleet, Columbia, which faltrly dis 
tanced every other yacht with the excep- 
tion of the Defender, and she, too, was 
defeated by four minutes and one second 
in a thirty-mile race. 

The old cup defender, Vigtlant, was 
beaten by the two flyers nearly an hour, 
but much of this was no doubt due to the 
fortunate run of Columbia and Defender 
along the Fisher's island shore, while the 
rest of the fleet kept over on the other 
side of the sound. The Amorita was in 
the schooner class. 

The run gave the yachts a good broad 
reach of three and a half miles to Race 
Rock, a run before the wind to Watch 
Hill of eight miles and a grand beat 
of eight and a quarter miles in a con- 
stantly increasing breeze to the finish, 
an ideal course all around. 

By far the greatest event of the 
was the magnificent seven miles’ run 
of Columbia from Fisher’s island to 
Great Gull island, ring which she 
arrived close to a 13-knot gait. It was 
on this leg, and very close to the wind, 
that Columbia pulled out so far on De- 
fender, for while the boats were but a 
short eighth of a mile apart under Fish- 
er’s island, there was nearly a mile and 
a half of water between them at Great 
Gull island. 

Both yachts had all the wind they 
could stagger under and the Columbia 
hauled down her fip top sail during a 
ten-minute interval when it blew the 
hardest. She set it up again, however, 
when Defender began to pick up and held 
her advantage to the line. Neither boat 
was held back a particle.

It appears from the careful researches 
'of Hagen, Hopkins, Spuler, Urech, Mayer | 
'and others that (1) the colors of the wings 
of moths and butterfiles are due in some 
to pigments, in others to

The present writer has noticed = the 
same de ‘velopment of color in the pupa of 
| humble bees. At first the hairs of the 
_half-formed pupa are colorless or whitish; 
shortly before the bee leaves its cell the 
| hairs become darker, and finally black, 
‘the yellow bands being apparently the 
last to appear, unless they are of near the 
primitive color, and have through in- 
heritance failed to turn black, the orig- 
| inal pale or yellowish hue surviving, but 
‘finally deepening in tone just before the 
ee leaves its cell and takes flight. 
This interesting line of investigation 
has been recently taken up by others. 
Dr. M. Baer confirms Hagen's and Spu- 
ler's view that the particular tint may be 
to the lines or dots or other markings 
of the.individual scales, or to the 
nation of different scales. He finds that 
scales showing optical colors usually con- 
tain pigments in addition, but this pig- 
ment does not produce any marked effect 
on the color, though it m.ay be concerned 
in its production. Other apparently op- 
tical colors, such as emerald-green, 
peacock-blue, violet, etc., are produced, 
he claims by the superposition of 
containing pigment And scales giving off 
optical colors. The exact physical cause 
did not ascertain.

Pigments of the first type are 
through the chitin or substance 
ecule, are usually present in very 
amount and include the dark pig- 
most yellow, orange and red pig- 
except in the Pleridae, and the 
pigment (uric acid) of the Pieridae. 
Baer, summarized by Newbigin in 
“Natural Science,’ also, contrary to the 
results of Hopkins, finds that some of 
the orange and yellow pigments of the 
Pieridae are diffuse and not granular. 
Granular pigments occur exclusively in 
| the Pieridae and are yellow or red in 
|color. They color the escales in which 
| they occur very deeply. Such scales are 
| few in number and almost without sur- 
face sculpturing. ‘“‘The superposition of 
dark-colored scales upon scales deeply 
tinted by yellow granular pigment may, 
in Anthochans cardamines, produce a 
greenish tint,” 
Of a goud deal of interest is the order of

duptera. AS we have seen, the earliest 
| shades to appear in the growing insect 
when in the chrysalis stage are first col-

In a re- 
cent paper the Countess Marla von Lin- 
den confirms this view and finds that the 
black color in butterflies is not due to a

‘later than the dark tints, and are only 
| exhibited by seales which contain dark 
| pigment. 
| This leads us to the Interesting question 
'of the development of color in the vast 
' order of lepidopterous insects in general. 
Has there been a progressive develop- 
ment in Of what hue were the 
earliest moths, and hew did the later 
motks and the butterflies acquire their 
' gorgeous” styles of coloration? These 
problems are difficult to answer, but the 
progressive development of the colors of 
a single butterfly is most probably an 
epitome of the color development in the

The more we examine the subject the 
more clearly is it seen that we must de- 
pend on the action of these primary fac- 
tors in the evolution of life. In the case 
of polar animals, their white colors are 
evidefhtly due to cold. More black moths 
and butterflies ocgur in mountainous re- 
gions than elsewhere, and this melanism 
is due to cold and moisture. The faded- 
appearance of desert animals is due 
to dryness, for animals which prey on 
others as well as those preyed upen are 
of the same general hue, as in the case 
of many insects, birds, reptiles, while the 
lion is tawny yellow, like the sands of 
waste places. Yhe dry heat of the desert 
dces not bring out gay colors, but in the 
semi-tropical regions adjoining them, 
where there is both heat and moisture, 
the bird and insect life is richly colored. 
Whe. green grasshoppers change to pink 
or yellow, as may happen in sun«mer, but 
more usvally in autumn, the cause ap- 
pears to be a lower temperature.
